In regard to the naw gigantic syndi- 


cate which proposed to handle tbe en- 
tire milk business of Boston, beginning 
Oct. 1, but which went about tha under-

milk on October first will be somewhat 
of a disappointment to the many farm* 
era who expected an immediate increaae, 
in price of four cents per can for their 
milt."

TERS OF THIS ISLAND.

No other word than Chaucer'* "shim- 
mering" can portray the peculiar »uu- 
Hhiue In Cuba when the air appear* to 
be full of flouting gold dust. The bal- 
my climate, the fragance of tropical 
flowers, with their s*oi>orlferous per- 
fume, xteep the senses iu a dreamy 
languor, and all the enchantments 
which nature weaves iu the Pearl of 
the Antilles render Cuba a veritable 
(Jardeu of Eden. 


The passage of the time is almost 


imperceptible, as there is no radical 
change of season to mark its course, 
for summer only differs from winter 
by virtue of greater heat and heavy 
rains, while vegetation aud foliage 
are perennial aud gladden the eye all 
the year round. 


The daughters of Cuba possess a 


languid grace aud soft, caressing ways 
parti'.'iilarly charming. The) are very 
fond of music, and in that hour when 
the sinking sun still gilds the laud- 
scape and tempers the evening air, 
often leave their homes to drive about 
the city and listen to the bands in the 
plazas. In these daily airings they are 
always accompanied by their mothers, 
or some elderly female relative. Pro- 
priety demands this concession in 
Cuba, as in Spain.whence most of the 
prevailing customs are derived. 


AVhile the baud fills the drowsy air 


with alternating languorous airs and 
stirring martial strains, a steady 
stream of carriages circles about the 
plaza. Few men ride on these occa- 
sions. They promenade on foot upon 
the walks, which are laid just inside 
the carriage drive, always going iu 
the opposite direction to the string of 
t chicles. By this plan {he men secure 
the coveted ad\antage of a direct look 
into each carriage as It passes, aud 
their glances can thus meet the dark 
eyes of their inamoritas. Occasionally 
a carriage will turn aside aud stop, 
when a. number of gallants are sure to 
seize the opportunity to pay compli- 
ments to the fair occupants. Etiquette 
still demands that most of these re'- 
marks be directed to mamma or the 
uccoiupanyiug- duenna. 
In this re- 


spect, however, there are already signs 
of reversion to the greater social free- 
dom indulged by Americans, and there 
is little doubt that a new social era 
confronts Cuba. This, no doubt, will 
be welcomed by the Cuban society 
girls, notwithstanding their long aff- 
ected habits of reserve. 


When the concert ends the carriages 


whirl away to the cafes, where they 
draw up at the curb, waiters hasten- 
ing to serve the occupants with Ices 
and refections. These are consumed 
while seated in the carriage, for Cuban 
women never enter the cafes unless 
in company with father, husband or 
brother. It sometimes happens that 
when the bill comes it is found to have 
been paid by some unknown admirer, 
who takes this rather substantial way 
of showing devotion. 


Cuban society women are passion- 


ately fond of dancing, although the 
"daii7.a" has been long discountenanced 
by fashion. The Spanish otlicers. who 
have for centuries taken u principal 
part in social affairs, have gone, but in 
their places are the American otncers, 
\\ ho are not slow lo admire the Cuban 
belles. So the remainder of the winter 
bids fair to lie merry. Already a num- 
ber of sumptuous entertainments are 
contemplated. The presence in Hav- 
ana of a large American element will 
give additional zest and variety to the 
social season. At these functions Spa- 
niard, Cuban and American \\ill con- 
tinually meet. a.ud there, at least the 
spectre of war will be buried. 


Weddings usually are celebrated iu 


church, the favorite hour being loin- 
o'clock iu the morning, as more litting 
for the celebration of early mass, with- 
out \\hich function no Human Catho- 
lic considers the ceremony complete. 


Christenings serve as au excuse for 


social gatherings. The infant is car- 
ried to church by the godparents, who 
return to the parents' home after the 
baptism. A collation is then served, 
and baptismal ribbons, beating their 


I names, attached to silver or gold coins, 


are distributed among the guests. On 
the w.\v from church the carriages art- 
followed by a lot of urchins vociferat- 
ing for some souvenir of the occasion.

Protects Against toe Exclusion of 


Her Subjectt iu the Philippine*. 
The Military Phatet of the Matter 
Have Been Referred to Secretary 
Root. 


Washington, Sep. 19.—The Imperial 


Chinese (iovernnient, through its Min- 
ister here, Wu Ting Fang, ha» lodged 
with the State Department an en«- 
phatlc protest against the military 
order of General Otis, excluding Chin- 
ese from the Philippines. Neither the 
State Department nor the Chinese Le- 
gation will give any information con- 
cerning the protest, but from entirely 
trustworthy quarters it is learned that 
It insists that JJeneral Otis's aciou is 
contrary to international law. in vlo-a- 
fion of existing treaties, and iu con- 
plete disregard of the friendly rela- 
tions i\hlch so long have been main- 
tained between the two countries. 


Tin- matter was brought promptly to 


the attention of the President, as the 
protest was of such a diameter as to 
ghe the subject 
an 
international 


aspect, considerably beyond the pure- 
ly military questions imolted. It i« 
said that China points out that she 
has welcomed the recent advent of the 
United States into the affairs of fie 
Far East and lias hoped that thN step 
would prove a further bond and would 
extend the relations between the two 
•ountries, particularly in their neigh- 
boring possessions. 


Among the specific points of protect 


is one to the effect that such an order 
is a departure from the announced 
purpose of the President to maintain 
the present status of affairs in the 
Philippines until Congress 
has de- 


lernilned a permanent condition. 


The military phases of the question 


have been referred to Secretary Hoot, 
(ienwal Otis's order was issued some 
time 
ago, 
without direction 
from 


Washington, and apparently as a mili- 
tary necessity, although the Chinese 
protest urges that there is no su-'li 
military necessity, but, on the oon- 
trarj. that the Chinese have ghea 
valuable military assistance. 


Gencial 
Otis's 
order says: "The 


laws of the I'nited Slates which pro- 
hibits the entrance of Chinese will be 
enforced hi le." 


The decree e\iept>j such Chinese as 


previously ha\e lived in the Philip- 
pines, and who hold certificates show- 
ing this fact. 
It also excepts Chinese 


officials, l i a x e l t i s , etc., exccpted un- 
der tli" tieaiv between 
the United 


States and China. 


Pro\ islon is made for registering 


the Chinese' In the Philippines, and 
their depoitation to Chum in case of 
failure to register. As few Chinese 
other than those now in the Philip- 
pines come within the exceptions, the 
effect of the decree is to make the ex- 
clusion practically absolute. 


It is understood the fliine-e Govern- 


ment awaits tho outcome of this pro- 
tect with much apprehension. It is 
pointed out that the Chi net** ha\e 
been established long in the Philip- 
pines, and that a considerable branch 
of the industry of the islands is con- 
ducted by them, and that this com- 
plete termination of a long-established

"Whenever any of these alleged spirit- 
ual medium* tell you that they nave 
uperitaturaJ aid In freeing themselves 
roui handcuffs and ropeu bonds, you 
nay safely set them down as frauds. 
The handcuff trick Is merely a matter 
f slelght-of-baud. I'll show you how 
t Is douo." 
Houdini. the European magician, 


who IK well-named "king of the hand- 
uffs," was giving an impromptu per- 
oruiaiice in the Chicago Inter-Ocean 
>fllce for the amusement of the editor- 
al staff. Taking a pair of the latest 
unite of handcuffs, guaranteed by the 
maker to be absolutely safe as a 
joud for the retention of criminals 
loudiui placed his hands behind his 
>ack aud had them locked together by 
an Inter-Ocean mau, the latter retaln- 
ng the key. Standing a few feet away, 
>ut iu full view of tlie audience, lie 
'reed himself from the iron cuffs iu 
ess than three minutes. It was iui- 
lossible, under the circumstances, that 
here should be any deceit in the per- 
'ormance. 
"Mediums do the handcuff tricl: some- 


what after tlie same manner ihat I 
do," said Hondini, as he wriggled hitn- 
self loose, "but they are not quite so 
left at it. I have practiced tho trick 
or years. It's simply a matter of dex 
erity, aud there is nothing superuat- 
lal about it, no matter what the me- 
diums may claim.

Bamboo poles filled with earth 
were used to strengthen the line at 
other places. 


' Tho Army Paok Train. 


The army mule is the most essential 


feature of tho campaigning, but there 
are several varieties, and the paclt mule 
is, without doubt, the most unique and 
Intelligent. There arc about sixty ani- 
mals in a full train, and these are led 
by the patient "bellmare." a steady, 
well-broken horse that leads the way, 
and around whose neck a bell is sus- 
pended. The sound of this bell i<* the 
guide the mules follow, no matter 
where It leads. They follow blindly, 
without any other guide, except the 
urging from the packers who ride other 
mules along in the trafn. The animals 
wear no bridles except, perhaps a hal- 
ter, and yet they trot along and never 
stray from the trail. As long as they 
are with the train they show remarka- 
ble intelligence, but once take them 
away from the rest and they are hope- 
lessly lost. Horses were very scarce 
during the Santiago campaign, and so 
a few of the pack animals were im- 
pressed Into service under the saddle, 
I was fortunate enough to have one 
nd he was not the least of my troubles. 
He was branded wtih a huge "13." and 
iu every one of his adventures he up- 
held the tradition of that time-honored 
symbol of bad luck.

The latter theory was the 
one most commonly accepted by the 
men, as some of the sailors in the ships 
bad been in Manila Bay in times of 
leace and knew how strong its natural 
lefensi*8 were.

'ome of a fight. 
"I ain't very particular liow this

The dim out- 
lines of the shore of the islands could 
lie seen over our quarter even then, 
find although the men off watch were 
privileged to sleep, I for one felt more 
like sitting up and thinking. By 4:30 
the ships had approached to wittiin 
about ton miles of the mouth of the 
harbor, and men were piped to quar- 
ters. I shall never forget the mnpnlfl 
cent spectacle tlie fleet presented when 
J first came on dock. 


As the men stood in their positions 


on board our ship there was scarcely 
one who spoke. Every man kept his 
eye riveted on the hnrbor on f ranee. Tho 
Mi^pense as we steamed slowly through 
the entrance to the harbor was m- 
tensp. 
"Will they spot us?" was Iho ques- 


tion on every one's tongue After we 
had got well into the mouth of the har- 
bor in the wake of the Olympia and 
the other vessels of the squadron, a 
single flash of flame darted from Hie 
side of the battery on our port side. 
The shock of the explosion which fol- 
lowed was so entirely unexpected that 
most of the men gave a start. Time 
after time the forts fired upon us, but 
our commanders held their fire, obey- 
ing instructions from the Commodore, 
until the signal, "Engage the enemy" 
was finally made on the Olympia. and 
the gunners turned themselves loose. 
The rnon down in the magazines, real- 
izing that silence was no longer neces- 
sary, broke out Into sailor songs as 
they pulled up shells. The men at fhe 
guns could hardly be kept behind the 
shields, so intense was their enthusi- 
asm. 


In about half an hour's time we had 


passed into tlie bay and were sa'fo from 
the projectiles from the forts at the 
entrance to the harbor. It was now 
broad daylight, and down along the 


which bounds the river front of 


the oity of Manila the Spanish ships 
could be seen strung out in single col- 
umn formation. 


We continued our course up "the har- 


bor, steaming to bell, the ships of the 
squadron proceeding in single file-. The 
flagship led the column, and as soon as 
the vessels had closed np along the line 
to the fighting ditanco they headed for 
Ihe Spanish fleet. Tbe Olympia opened 
with her full battery, and the other 
ships followed in turn as they steamed 
abreast of the first ship In the Spanish 
column. The Spaniards got right to 
work at their guns, and during the 
first round gave uc shot for shot. Their 
marksmanship was very poor, how- 
ever, and not one of their shells, so 
far as I saw, came anywhere near hit- 
ting us. The men on our ships by this 
time had got their stride and settled 
down to business. When the Olympia 
made the signal to cease firing for 
the first round, the men were very 
much disappointed. 


"Why, we've only Just got at them!" 
We were all glad enough to get a cup 


of coffee, however, and when, as we 
steamed back Into tho firing lino, wo 
paw the Spanish ships bieak into flump, 
we knew that the day was ours. After 
the fight, when we had oneo'morowith- 
drawn to our former position up the 
bay, the sailors on the different ship's 
cheered for hours. It seemed as if the 
men could scarcely find time to sleep. 
no busy were they iu cheering the dif- 
ferent ships' boats as they passed to 
and fro from the Olympia.
